He has had a lifetime to acquire 
many pernicious habits and to de- 
velop neurotic trends. He may 


have certain fears and phobias and. 


other emotional disturbances. It is 
probably too late for him at this 
stage to resolve his inner conflicts. 


Psychosis 
Many elderly people who pre- 


sent themselves for treatment are 
often on the borderline of a psy- 
chosis. They have reached a mental 
state in which all contact with 
reality has been lost so that they 
can no longer perceive themselves 
or their environment as it truly is. 

They are often given to external- 
ization or projection: the tendency 
to experience internal processes as 
if they occur outside oneself; and, 
as a rule, to hold these external 
factors responsible for one’s dif- 
ficulties. 

Thus, the senescent patient will 
lament that his children are un- 
grateful, or that he has not a soli- 
tary friend in the world. In reality, 
he may be antagonistic toward 
people for some psychologic rea- 
son, and tend to withdraw or iso- 
late himself from society in gener- 
al, 

At such times, his psychoso- 
matic ailments may be in the fore- 
front, making it difficult for the 
physician or the dentist to separate 
the physical from the mental pains. 
In addition, patients who external- 
ize often are found to be hypo- 
chondriacs. 
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To a deteriorated mental state 
must be added the physiologic and 
physical disturbances associated 
with senescence. Thus ministering 
to the aged is a Herculean task. 

That muscle and tissue tone is 
definitely lost, in the seventh and 
eighth decades, is_ irrefutable. 
Therefore, denture construction 
especially should be carried out 
with exactness and precision. The 
older patient cannot tolerate the 
slightest discomfort; he becomes 
irritable and demanding. It is dif- 
ficult for him at times to control 
his voluntary movements. As a re- 
sult, he is sometimes embarrassed 
by wetting or soiling himself at in- 
opportune moments, 


Fear 


The senescent patient is often 
afraid of impending death. It is 
not uncommon for him to rouse 
the neighborhood with nightmar- 
ish shrieks of terror. 

Frequently, he will visit his 
dentist just to make conversation. 
Telling the dentist his troubles will 
relieve him of the imaginary irri- 
tations of his dentures. Especially 
is that true if his wife or children 
with whom he may be living be- 
come irritated with his complaints. 

Often his physical disabilities 
tend to aggravate his emotional in- 
stability. How many times have 
dentists watched helplessly the 
faltering step of the arteriosclero- 
tic patient? 

Many times he is bedridden and 
must be treated at home. When he 
is ambulatory, he often shows 
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signs of aphasia, a partial or com- 
plete loss of the power of express- 
ing ideas by means of speech or 
writing. 

Frequently we can visualize the 
mental turmoil that the aged pa- 
tient must undergo because he can- 
not execute the various movements 
of the mouth necessary to speech 
as a result of improper muscular 
coordination. This is known as 
motor or ataxic aphasia. 

Often, he is unable to articulate 
words or sentences (aphemia). 

Likewise, imagine the predica- 
ment of both dentist and patient 
when the latter appears for treat- 
ment suffering from amnesia, the 
loss of memory for words. 

At other times, he may be un- 
able to utter connected phrases 
(aphrasia) ; or he may show signs 
of a gibberish or jargon aphasia 
in which speech is confused. 

Moreover, the probable presence 
of heart disease, arthritis, impaired 
hearing and vision make treating 
the senescent patient an arduous 
task. Especially is he difficult to 
treat when he is too proud to ask 
someone to accompany him. More- 
over, his children often are preoc- 
cupied or unwilling to take him to 
the dentist. Like the child, he 
should be accompanied by some 
responsible person whenever pos- 
sible. 

Yet despite these real and ima- 
ginary ailments, some face their 
problems stoically. 

One 75-year-old patient, with a 
roving eye, remarked to his den- 
tist: “Is this an old ladies’ home?

Another septuagenarian plagued 
her dentist every time her husband 
refused to go shopping with her. 
“Don’t you think I need a new set 
of teeth, Doctor? Only for going 
out. I can use my old ones when | 
stay home.” 

So, with the salient facts before 
him, the wise dentist will consider 
many factors before treating the 
senescent patient. 

Taking on an intricate case, like 
an impaction or a difficult restora- 
tion, means courting trouble for 
the dentist. 

If full dentures or difficult par- 
tial appliances are indicated, it is 
advisable to explain the limitations 
in such cases to a close relative or 
someone responsible for the pa- 
tient’s welfare and financial liabil- 
ity or credit. 

Like the child patient, the senes- 
cent patient often will tax your pa- 
tience and endurance to the limit. 
Moreover, the financial remunera- 
tion may not be commensurate 
with the time and energy expend- 
ed. But your reward lies in the 
knowledge that you have per: 
formed a humanitarian deed and 
have earned someone’s gratitude.

THE AVERAGE professional man 
cannot write! 

Such a statement well may start 
a controversy, but it is true, none- 
theless. This does not mean that 
dentists are unable to scrawl a sig- 
nature on the dotted line, but it 
does mean that nine out of every 
ten men cannot write a letter which 
will be concise and intelligible to 
the recipient. 


Dental Office Mail 


Let us stop and think for a mo- 
ment about what happens in most 
dental offices when the mail man 
delivers a letter which requires an 
answer. Some men rip the letter 
open, glance through it, then toss 
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it at their assistant with a curt: 
“Answer that!” Others read it over 
carefully, then bury it among an 
accumulation of other letters be- 
neath the desk blotter. In both 
cases, the unfortunate letter may 
get answered sometime. 

There is, however, another per- 
son who absent-mindedly places 
his letter in the deepest corner of 
the least-used pocket of his suit 
coat. He goes home, places the coat 
in moth balls until the following | 
autumn or spring, as the case may 
be, and completely forgets he owes 
the writer of that letter the cour- 
tesy of a reply. 

There are many fine-sounding 
excuses advanced for neglecting to 
write letters, but in the last analy- 
sis, they ali boil down to one thing 
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—laziness! The dentist is too lazy 
to learn how to handle correspond- 
ence with ease; or, having learned, 
he is too lazy to put that knowledge 
to use. 

Dentists are sticklers for fancy 
filing systems in which to keep 
case histories and roentgenograms, 
but in many offices the correspond- 
ence is handled with less efficiency 
than children employ when play- 
ing at store keeping. This should 
not be. In a well-managed office all 
communications are handled with 
the same care and courtesy as that 
extended to patients. 

Incoming letters should be read 
carefully, then placed in a wire 
basket or other receptacle where 
they will be in plain view, and not 
laid away reverently with their 
ancestors. Those who have not 
bought one of these receptacles 
should do so at once. It is not 
good practice to allow an office

desk to become a mausoleum for 
the dead thoughts of friends and 


business associates. 


Dictation 


Some men like to dictate their 
correspondence, while others pre- 
fer to handle this part of the prac- 
tice themselves. In any case, the 
reply should be carefully thought 
out, even to the extent of making 
notes, It is a good plan to jot some 
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of these down when the letter is 
first read, and add to them up to 
the time when the answer is being 
composed. 

It is unfair to the secretary to 
expect her to take a garbled jumble 
of words and make them into a 
businesslike letter. First, have a 
definite plan for that letter, think 
it out carefully, make notes, then 
dictate. 

Whether a man dictates his cor- 
respondence or writes it himself, 
it is advisable to have a regular 
time each day, or week, in which 
to attend to it. No letter should 
be left more than a week unanswer- 
ed. To do so is not only discour- 
teous, but poor business. If time 
is not available during office hours, 
at least one evening each week 
should be set aside for the writing 
of letters. , 

An important point for all den- 
tists to keep in mind is that carbon 
paper has more uses in a dental 
office than merely for spot-grinding 
dentures. A carbon copy must be 
kept of all letters except personal 
ones. This is routine in all business 
houses, and should be in all dental 
offices. A letter file is as necessary 
as an instrument cabinet, for ex- 
perience shows that letters placed 
behind plaster tins and in other 
hidden crannies in the laboratory 
cannot always be found at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Get busy. Clean out 
that filing drawer now, and start 
a proper system in your office. Re- 
member, the other fellow will, in 
all probability, be filing your let- 
ter. When disputes arise it is neces- 
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sary to be able to produce all the 
correspondence. 

An executive transacts a large 
part of his business by means of 
letters, and it is part of his train- 
ing to be able to put his thoughts 
into words which can be under- 
stood. True, a lot of these men 
would not take a high standing in 
the grammar class, but they are 
trained to convey their ideas in a 
forceful manner. A good secretary 
can take care of the grammar if 
the ideas are all there. 

On the other hand, most dentists 
have no training at all in the means 
of expression, and in many cases 
there is no secretary on whom to 
rely. What then? However dis- 
tasteful it may be, the dentist must 
train himself. Letter writing is an 
important part of his everyday 
practice. 


Complaint Letters 


Dentists should keep several 
points in mind when they receive 
letters of complaint. These must be 
answered at once. A delay might 
imply to the patient a feeling of re- 
sponsibility on the part of the 
dentist. Care must also be taken 
never to include any statement in 
a letter which might be construed 
to be a promisg or guarantee. 
Sometimes these complaint letters 
are inspired by legal-minded men 
who are waiting to get something 
in black and white. 

What is the secret of writing an 
interesting letter? It is the com- 
bination of imagination and the 
ability to inject one’s personality 
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into what is being written. If a 
man were to carry On a Conversa- 
tion which included as little of his 
individuality as his letters, his best 
friend would move to the other 
side of the room to get away from 
such an uninteresting bore. Yet 
people expect to get away with this 
in letters! 

When faced with the problem 
of writing a letter, many people 
immediately beconee tense. Muscles 
tighten, and they grasp the pen as 
they would a pitchfork. From then 
on, every line written is tense, and 
the most generous person in the 
world may become an absolute 
miser with the written word. Every 
stroke of the pen is an effort— 
hard work——-and what person is 
there who will not instinctively 
save himself labor? “If work inter- 
feres with pleasure, cut out work!” 
Thus the finished letter is cramped, 
and in many cases, not even clear. 

Fortunately, there are some who 
use imagination when writing, 
When composing a letter, they can 
see the one to whom it is addressed 
clearly in their mind. They are re- 
laxed, and almost unconsciously 
the pen traces their thoughts on 
the paper. 

No two persons see things in the 
same way, so no two descriptions 
of the same article or scene will be 
identical. An artist and an archi- 
tect may depict the same building. 
The two results will be totally 
different, yet each may be an ex- 
cellent likeness. Each has drawn 
the building as he saw it. Should 
either try to draw it through the 
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other’s eyes, the result would be humorous, he should write humor-

It is be- 
lieved that the first basic research by the foundation will be in the field 
of the degenerative diseases.

But [ll Live Longer

I HAVE admired Doctor George 
Duncan, of Richmond, for his clev- 
er wood carving; Doctor B. S. 
Burks, of Crewe, for his skill in fly- 
tying and creating artificial lures; 
Doctor A. C. Current, of Gastonia, 
North Carolina, for his fine furni- 
ture reproductions. But those of us 
lacking such cleverness must select 
more suitable hobbies if they are 
to provide relaxation with profit- 
able employment of leisure time. 
About fifteen years ago I ac- 
quired 160 acres of heavily wood- 
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ed land in Powhatan County, Vir- 
ginia. It was part of my grand- 
father’s old plantation, Mount 
Laurel. On a high timbered ridge 
about a mile off the highway, a 
spot which overlooked the conflu- 
ence of two small streams and a 
site for a lake was selected for a 
log cabin. Then began the job of 
cutting a road in to the spot, clear- 
ing the site for a eabin, cutting 
logs and digging foundations, mix- 
ing and pouring concrete for 
twenty-three supports. Our plans 
were to have a carpenter’s gang 


finish the job. The guide was a 
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miniature cabin made of small 
sticks, on a scale of one inch to 
one foot, giving a fine perspective 
and enabling one to see where the 
§ doors, windows, chimney, and fire- 
place should be placed. A second 
-model corrected what seemed 
amiss in the plans. 
| When all sills were in position, 
5204 logs cut and peeled, an expe- 
"rienced carpenter and helpers at 
"work, we had visions of a cabin at 
an early date. We had hurdled the 
'well-meant advice of numerous 
‘friends who had never owned a 
cabin but who knew all about 
them. Prefabricated and mail or- 
der house materials were suggested 
continually. No one seemed to like 
the floor plans, location, or even 
the size of the logs. A 20’ x 20’ 
living room; kitchen 10’ x 10’; 
two bedrooms 10’ x 10’ each; two 
porches 20’ x 10’ each, all met with 
universal disapproval; and the up- 
stairs loft over the bedrooms was 
’ condemned as useless. 
With construction in progress 
, we had labor difficulties. Two dif- 
. | ferent groups were employed. The 
first had notched and fitted the 
1 | logs, placed rafters and sleepers, 
f * and nailed the first flooring; all in 
the best weeks of summer and fall.

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door or window had been cut in 
the pen-shaped building, he said, 
“Doctor, let’s finish this house. We 
both like this kind of thing and we 
can do it.” For the next two years 
on holidays, afternoons off, and 
every other opportunity, we built 
a log house. 


Construction Techniques 


Few will be interested in the 
technique, but for posterity let me 
record that we cut every window 
and door, and space for the chim- 
ney, with a small crosscut saw. 
(Solid logs, dried slowly, are not 
soft.) A  three-hundred pound 
Heatilator was installed and lev- 
eled, and a chimney and hearth 
built around it, utilizing brick 
from an old chimney nearby. 
Many of the bricks are old colonial 
and are said to be in their third 
chimney. Sand and water from the 
creek at the foot of the hill made 
readily available a concrete mix 
for chinking or laying brick. Felt 
paper was placed between the 
double flooring, and the floor was 
finished in a narrow tongue and 
groove pine. Sheathing and roof- 
ing, doors, windows, and screen- 
ing, all were carefully done by 
standard plans. Chinking between 
the logs, often the weakness of a 
log house, was accomplished by 
nailing in metal lathe with long 
finishing nails and adding the con- 
crete in three layers. 

But all operations were not 
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standard. I once took to the saw- 
mill a cedar log resting on the 
front and back seats of the car and 
returned with a mantel which just 
fit the brick shelf left for it over 
the fireplace. Again, when it be- 
came necessary to cut another win- 
dow in the upstairs loft without a 
drill or brace, a rifle fired at a 
cross mark until a keyhole saw 
could be shoved through was the 
method used. Eight shots were nec- 
essary. The chimney was run by 
centering a plumb line from the 
comb of the roof through each 
section of the flue-lining, working 
the bricks out from this point. But 
the chimney is vertical and the cor- 
ners square, bricklayers’ . expe- 
rience to the contrary. 

We occasionally occupied the 
cabin long before the oak porch 
floors were nailed, or the half-log 
indoor partitions in place, or the 
chinking even started. So it is a 
pleasure to hear comments about 
the muffled floor; the Heatilator, 
hidden but effective; the green 
roof framed by hardwood trees. 


“Interior Decorating” 


I was offered enough discarded 
furniture by relatives and friends 
to equip ten cabins. Our furniture 
is comfortable, but follows no par- 
ticular pattern. Rattan chairs, set- 
tee, and table were given me by an 
Army colonel just back from 
the Philippines; my practitioner 
brother contributed a_ leather 
couch and chairs when his recep- 
tion room was redecorated; my 
mother-in-law provided a near an- 
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tique bookcase and two fine old 
mahogany beds; a large deer head 
hangs over the mantel and a set of 
antlers over the steps from the loft, 
An old gun hangs on one wall; a 
large curved Hessian cavalry sabre 
taken by my grandfather in ’63 is 
on another; and, along with these, 
pictures of my athletic days in 
college, both World Wars, which ] 
am not allowed to keep at home 
and which every woman visitor 
would like to remove. Some Ho- 
garth prints suitably framed offer 
contrast on the bedroom walls, 

One feature of the cabin is a 
decoration I have never seen else- 
where. In the living room hangs a 
series of models, artificial stone 
and plaster, of bass, pike, perch, 
crappie, bream, each made at the 
office at the close of a successful 
fishing trip. The fish were lifted 
from a plaster impression as soon 
as set and then carried home for 
routine cooking and eating. Later 
the impressions were soaped and 
poured and the resulting models 
varnished, the plaques carved and 
trimmed, and hung as pictures. 

A circular drive in the rear, out- 
lined by shrubs, holly, cedar, pine, 
and oak, and punctuated by rose 
bushes at either end, sets off the 
cabin. Daffodils and dogwood in 
the spring, buckberry in summer, 
supplement the coloring of the oth- 
er flowers and plants. Tall pines 
complete the picture with green 
throughout the winter and sum- 
mer. An outdoor oven and a tool- 
house and shed constructed of 
leftover materials speak for utility. 
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Many people know “Fort Belve- 


dere” (named for the former coun- 
try home of Edward Windsor), 
and passengers on the Knoxville- 
Cincinnati busses see my sign and 
ask the drivers about the “Fort.” 
We have entertained many club 
sroups and friends. Game is avail- 
able in season for my hunting 
friends. Thé surrounding woods 
are restful, the cabin comfortable, 
so we have many visitors return. 
The fact that a certain Austrian 
paperhanger ran out of paste and 
started enough trouble to upset 
world economy accounts for the 
unfinished lake at the foot of the 
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hill. The dam was started the year 
the Reserves went back into Serv- 


ice. : 
Making room for larger win- 


dows on each side of the fireplace; 
thinning trees and bushes on the 
hill; replacing roofing and the 
porch railings; necessary work on 
the entrance road; all keep me as 
busy as I wish, and it is pleasant 
work. Swinging an ax or bush 
hook cannot be compared to pro- 


ductive chair-time,

FEW DENTISTS have escaped a 
drawing-room dispute concerning 
the practicality of renting a house 
versus that of purchasing a home. 
Since there has never been a 
money value placed on the intan- 
gible advantages of home owner- 
ship, the renting of a home invari- 
ably is proved to be so much less 
expensive, as compared to the price 
and upkeep of purchasing, that it 
would appear possible to live each 
alternate year solely from the ac- 
cumulated savings! 

Time in this respect has not 
made any changes. The financier 
who practices the principles of his 
own texts continues to pay a 
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monthly or quarterly toll to the 
landlord despite the extent of his 
resources. In exchange, he receives 
not only his housing but privileges 
ordinarily denied the home owner. 
These might be listed as the reten- 
tion of his liquidity, lack of wor- 
ries in management with their per- 
tinent expenses, and, last but of 
greatest importance, unhampered 
activity with freedom of time for 
producing more income, 








Income Taxes 


Buying a home results in lower 
taxation from the income tax point 
of view. This is because mortgage 
interests and realty taxes, which 
might be considered as rent, are 
fully deductible in filing the in- 
come tax return. This is also true, 
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These facts regarding the tax consequences of home owner- 
ship may be of value to you in considering real estate 


transactions. 


of course, with the purchasing of a 
cooperative apartment wherein you 
are obligated for a proportionate 
share of the expenses and are 
therefore entitled to proportionate 
deductions. 

However, the home owner is not 
given any leeway comparable in 
extent to that of a landlord, since 
expenses of a home are considered 
by the Internal Revenue Bureau to 
be expenses met for personal com- 
fort. Consequently, the slight ad- 
vantage of the income tax deduc- 
tions previously mentioned loses 
weight in the myriad of expenses 
borne solely by the home owner 
but allowed to the landlord. 

Although it must be recognized 
that the owning of a home is an 
expense, since it is also a necessity 
to the majority, it is well to know 
the tax consequences of such own- 
ership. 

Since owning a home begins 
with the placing of title, it is with 
this transaction that the question 
of tax economy arises. In short, is 
it advisable for the husband to 
hold title? Should it be vested in 
the wife? Or are there any tax ad- 
vantages with the home being held 
jointly between the two? 


Estate Taxes 


Frequently, the subject of in- 
come taxation is considered as an 
entity within itself bearing no re- 
lationship and having no effect on 





ultimate estate taxation. Nothing 
is further from the truth. Conse- 
quently, before determining the in- 
come tax economy of holding title 
to a residence, it is advisable to 
consider the estate tax angle. 

In any profession wherein the 
business dies with the professional 
man, a simple market value listing 
of assets coupled with the death 
value of insurance will disclose 
much for tax economy. If the com- 
puted total is less than $60,000 
(the point of demarcation for 
climbing into estate tax problems) . 
the following methods of holding 
title might be considered in ac- 
cordance with their application: 

1. If your wife has no income of 
her own, it will make no difference 
in whose name the home is placed. 
The real estate taxes and the in- 
terest on the mortgage can be taken 
as a deduction with the filing of a 
joint return. 

2. If your wife has an income of 
her own, it is probably advisable 
to hold the home in joint tenancy 
since the taxes and interest could 
be deducted for income tax pur- 
poses by the one who pays them. 
Here we have the advantage that 
the assessments could be paid each 
year by whoever had the larger in- 
come. The deductions would tend 
to decrease tax liability. 

3. If separate income tax returns 
are filed, and if the home is owned 


by either the husband or the wife. 
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only the owner can take the mort- 
gage interest and realty taxes as 
deductions and then only if he pays 
them. Liabilities paid by a husband 
on a home belonging to a wife, or 
vice versa, result in lost deductions 
for income tax purposes. 

Although the foregoing may of- 
fer a yardstick for the man who 
has little other than a home, since 
most professional people know the 
advantages of carrying life insur- 
ance, they frequently have a death 
value that throws them into estate 
taxation despite the fact that they 
are not conscious of material 
wealth. When this is true, the estate 
tax problem should be considered 
before haphazardly deciding on 
the method of-holding title for in- 
come tax advantages. 

It should be remembered that 
the greater the accumulation of 
wealth, the greater will be the rates 
of taxation. Even a home of lesser 
value, supported by other asset ac- 
cumulation, could be instrumental 
in raising the taxebracket to such 
an extent that the value of the 
home is erased by the increase of 
the taxes. 


Title to Home 


Therefore. if the demarcation 
point of $60,000 has been reached, 
or appears in the offing, it is ad- 
visable to consider the estate tax 


factors and, if necessary, seek con- 
sultation before placing title. For 
instance, if the home is purchased 
solely with your funds, naming 
your spouse as a joint tenant, the 
transaction will be considered as 
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a gift to your spouse of one-half its 
value. Yet, despite this gift-mak- 
ing, since you contributed the pur- 
chase price, the market value of the 
property at your death will appear 
in toto in your estate for federal 
taxation. 

It can be seen readily that al.- 
though there may be an advantage 
from the income tax point of view 
of holding a home in joint tenancy, 
such method of holding title can 
result in tax extravagance for an 
estate owner. 

If the home is placed in the 
spouse's name, you will have made 
a gift and the value of the property 
will not appear in your inventory 
for death taxation. Here, however, 
only the owner is entitled to de- 
ductions of mortgage interest and 
realty taxes for income tax pur- 
poses; so, if the spouse is a wife 
who has no income, the deductions 
will be lost unless a joint return is 
filed. 

If the home is placed solely in 
your name, it will be inventoried 
in your estate after death. You, of 
course, are the only one entitled 
to deductions for income tax pur- 
poses. At your death, the asset be- 
comes an asset of the estate sub- 
jected to the ordinary procedures 
of estate administration. 

In selling a home, although the 
gain resulting from the transaction 
is taxable for income tax purposes, 
a loss resulting from a sale is not 
allowed as a deduction. Losses can 
only be sustained if the purchase 
of the property was made for profit 
or for business purposes. This is 
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because the sale of a personal resi- 
dence is not considered a trans- 
action entered into for profit. 

It is apparent that a residence 
maintained solely for personal 
comfort cannot fill the category of 
business purposes so long as the 
owner occupies it. Yet, losses re- 
sulting from the sale of residential 
property can be deducted if prior 
to the sale the property is con- 
verted to some business or other 
income-producing use. 


Conversion 


However, a loss that would oth- 
erwise be disallowed could not be 
obtained by the simple curative of 
conversion. If we use renting as 
the method of conversion, for ex- 
ample, the amount of deductible 
loss is measured by considering the 
“value of the property at the time 
of conversion adjusted for depre- 
ciation and improvements to the 
date of sale.” In other words, if 
the purchase price of the home was 
$20,000, but at the time of conver- 
sion was worth $15.000, and sold 
for $13,000, the deductible loss 
would be only $2,000. 

Exchanges are treated in exactly 
the same manner as a sale. Where 
the value of property is heavily 
augmented because of economic 
trend, extreme care should be tak- 
en before making the exchange. 
There is no better way of clarify- 
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ing this point than by giving an 
example appearing in a publication 
of the American National Bank 
and Trust Company. It is as fol- 
lows: 

“A house that originally cost 
$10,000 is exchanged for another 
that cost $9,500. If each is worth 
$20,000 on the present market, 
each of the parties making the ex- 
change has a taxable gain, one of 
$10,000, the other of $10,500.” 

If you will note, the exchange is 
almost for equal value. A home 
that cost $10,000 is exchanged for 
a home that cost $9,500. Each 
home has a market value of 
$20,000. This market value of 
$20,000 decrees that the one owner 
must declare a gain of $10,000 on 
his income tax return, and that the 
other owner declare a gain of 
$10,500. Yet, to the owners there 
is no tangible gain. If, after the 
exchange, the properties again 
dropped to their original costs or 
below and were then sold, there 
would be no allowable deductions 
for the loss. 

These are a few of the complexi- 
ties surrounding home ownership. 
There is one cardinal rule that 
should be followed in connection 
with such ownership; find out 
what you do not know about real 
estate transactions,

Now draw a diagonal line be- 
tween this dot and the left-hand 
end of the line.

The point of intersection on the 
diagonal represents your financial 
age.

In Doctor Grosby’s article No SHort 
Cuts To DENTAL TRAINING! there are 
several statements to which I wish to 
reply. 

First, Doctor Grosby says restoring a 
small cavity in a child’s tooth is no more 
mechanical than restoring one for an 
adult. I will admit that, for they are 
both mechanical. 

Second, with regard to administering 
an agent that positively would cure a 
cold, I did not say in my article? that a 
layman should diagnose any case; I said 
“administer the agent.” No nurse ever 
administers a remedy except as ordered 
by a physician. 

Third, any disease of the soft tissue 
in the mouth of a child needs the same 
medicinal agency as is needed in the 
mouth of an adult. 

Fourth, under my plan, children’s 
teeth would be taken care of before 
there would be any pulp involvement; 
preventing all root canal therapy, 
crowns, toothache, all 
normal teeth. Each child of high school 


age would have every tooth in place un- 


extractions of 


devitalized and uncrowned. 

Fifth, Dactor Grosby says I err when 
I say a woman has moze child psychol- 
ogy than a man. Woman was born into 
the world to bear childgen, nurse them, 
comfort them, guide and direct them. 
Some men have more knowledge of child 


psychology than some women have;

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therefore, they love to do dentistry for 
children. Some women have no knowl- 
edge of child psychology and, therefore, 
would do better on the police force than 
performing dentistry for children. 

Sixth, Doctor Grosby says I am mis- 
taken when I[ write that American den- 
tistry cannot say that it has succeeded 
until it saves the teeth of the American 
children uncrowned and undevitalized, 
By the same reasoning, Doctor Grosby 
thinks you might say American medi- 
cine cannot say that it has succeeded 
until it saves American youth from mor- 
bidity and mortality. The former is pos- 
sible and the latter impossible. 

Seventh, again I am quoted as being 
wrong when I say the first operation a 
child needs is a simple one. When I 
write that, I am speaking of teeth; and 
the first cavity, if treated in time, is 
nothing but a simple mechanical opera- 
tion. 

Eighth, every dentist including Doctor 
Grosby should read the item on page 
580 of the October 15th issue of The 
Journal of the American Dental Associ- 
ation® to see what dentistry in New Zea- 
land is doing for the children in that 
country. 

Ninth, there is nothing more discour- 
aging to a dentist than to have a mother 
bring her child of 8, 10, or 12 years of 
age to his office with an abscessed first 
permanent molar. After looking at the 
child’s teeth he discovers that all four 
permanent molars are carious beyond 
saving. The mother says, “The reason I 
did not bring him in sooner is because

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he never complained of a toothache.” 
And the dental profession agrees by say- 
ing, “We do not believe in compulsory 
dental service for the child of preschool, 
grade, and high school age.” 

Tenth, at no time did I ever advocate 
a lower standard of dental education for 
the general dental practitioner. In fact, 
I have advised raising it. What I do 
maintain is: if it takes six years after 
high school to prepare one to render 
dental service to the normal child from 
the time of the eruption of the first de- 
ciduous tooth until that child graduates 
from high school, a like amount of train- 
ing is not enough to render the more 
complicated service that the adult needs.

: will,” a young dentist just out of 

™ the Army told me in describing his 

difficulties in finding a suitable 

ay | dental practice for sale at a price 
‘ he considered fair. 

© 3 His trouble in finding a practice 
m™ for sale at his price can be traced 
back to high school days when he 
was taught in a business course to 
carry good will at one dollar. As a 
book entry in determining net 
worth this is sound. It does not 
follow, however, that in the trans- 
fer of ownership good will does 
not have more than the nominal 
value of one dollar. 

Good will is an_ intangible; 
hence, a bookkeeper’s distaste for 
it. Good will cannot be weighed 
with arithmetical exactness and 
be valued at $950, as of June 30, 
and $1,500, as of December 31. 
So it is grudgingly entered, if at 
all, as having a value of one dollar. 

To some degree good will ex- 
ists, regardless of book value, in 
every profitable practice. Good 
will, in fact, is the intangible fac- 
tor which makes the practice 


profitable. Lose good will and the 
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dentist might as well close his 
ofice and store his equipment or 
call in the auctioneer. 


Good Will Valuation 


The bewildered young dentist 
looking around for a practice to 
buy, and comparing prices, physi- 
cal equipment, fixtures, location, 
and character of clientele, must 
indeed be in a quandary as he sur- 
veys the field. One practice may be 
offered at several times as much 
as another practice though both, 
judged solely by physical assets, 
appear virtually identical. The dif» 
ference between the asking price 
on one practice and another not 
only represents the valuation 
placed upon each practice by the 
seller, but, if each price is fair, it 
represents in the final analysis the 
valuation of the good will each 
practice has. 

This is not to say that all prac- 
tices being offered for sale are 
fairly priced. Some may be under- 
priced, and others overpriced. The 
practice of a dentist who does not 
really know his operating costs, 
and who has built up good will on 
the shifting sands of cut prices, 
may have a clientele that is more 
a liability than an asset to a buyer. 
Such a practice may leave the new 
dentist with few patients the in- 
stant he tries to scale up charges 
suficiently to defray all overhead 
and leave profit. Or, if he resigns 
himself to the fees set by his 


if you are interested in buying or selling a dental practice, 
you will find this article of value. 
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predecessor, he may be signing 
himself up for a lifetime of prac- 
ticing for considerably less than 
his services should command. 


Dental Good Will 
What is good will? Good will, 


as the term implies, represents a 
predisposition of certain people 
toward a certain dentist; satisfac- 
tion with past services, materials, 
and business dealings; confidence 
in the dentist’s honesty and will- 
ingness to do the right thing. Good 
will means repeat calls. Good will 
means a sizable volume over and 
above the inevitable “drop-in” 
patients. As can be appreciated, 
good will cannot be conveyed to 
the buyer by the seller as easily 
as can physical property. 

The dictionary defines good will 
as “the value of a business estab- 
lishment over and above its cash 
assets and material property.” 

Two actual cases point up this 
question of good will. Two dentists 
located in the same _ building, 
judged only by the appearance of 
their offices, physical inventory of, 
their equipment, and reception 
room furnishings, are similar. But 
there the resemblance ends. 

Doctor A does about $6,000 
gross a year. In these times he 
could hardly do less if he tried, 
as some of his former patients 
insist he is doing. Whether justi- 
fied or not, his professional repu- 
tation is bad in the neighborhood. 
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Some wartime practices are still 
remembered by former patients. 

By comparison Doctor B pro- 
vides a study in contrasts. In 1941] 
he examined insurance actuarial 
tables and concluded he stood an 
excellent chance of still being 
around come war's end. Despite 
difficulties, and a sharply increas- 
ed clientele which tempted him at 
times, he tried to be fair. Today he 
has a practice grossing around 
$11,000. 

With equal opportunities at the 
outset, with both offices equally 
well located, the fact cannot be 
dodged that Doctor B has $5,000 
more gross that can be credited 
primarily to one factor: good will. 

Significantly, Doctor B’s over- 
head does not go up as fast as his 
additional gross, so that his net 
profit has risen even more sharply, 
as certain fixed overhead remains 
stationary. 

If Doctor A is willing to sell at 
a modest amount above the value 
of physical assets, or for a lump 
sum that reflects this, should 
Doctor B do likewise? More im- 
portant, would Doctor B do so? 


Cost of Good Will 


A sensible view to take of good 
will and its value is to attempt to 
compute the cost of attaining good 
will. That is, how much does it 
cost to build a struggling practice 
from the point where it has no 
appreciable good will—but must 
depend upon what gravitates to it 
—to one that has a volume in ex- 
cess of such a minimum. Though 
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such cost cannot be worked out to 
the last dollar, even to pose the 
question reveals that good will has 
value that must be recognized in 
buying or selling a practice. 

Every hour the young dentist 
sits in his new office waiting for a 
patient is an hour uncompensated 
and gone forever. The sooner those 
hours can be fully profitable, by 
whatever means, the sooner he is 
on his way to independence within 
the limited earning years at his 
disposal. Provided only that good 
will actually exists in a dental 
practice, it may be _ penny-wise 
economy to refuse to pay its going 
worth. 


Selling Price 


There should be, however, some 
relation between the net profit of 
a practice and its selling price. 
One practice being offered at a 
modest figure may be a much 
poorer buy than another priced at 
a substantially higher figure. The 
buyer should really be interested 
less in the physical attributes of 
an office, though they may be im- 
portant as a starting point, than 
in purchasing a sound practice 
having a worth-while clientele re- 
turning a good net profit on his 
total investment and services. 

Reverting to the G. I. dentist, 
he raises another point he feels 
should dispose once and for all of 
what he terms the “nonsense” of 
good will. 

“Suppose,” says he, “I do pay a 
thumping price for good will, and 
then, after I’ve had the office a year 
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or two, the good will melts away?” 

Here, of course, there is an ex- 
cellent possibility that the buyer 
himself, by his own actions, has 
dissipated good will. Nevertheless, 
this question has certain merit 
when dental practices are concern- 
ed. A large commercial establish- 
ment may change hands without 
the customers even knowing about 
the changed ownership. Not so a 
dental practice where, necessarily, 
the patients come face to face with 
the new owners, 


Holding Good Will 


No dentist offering his practice 
for sale can deliver good will 100 
per cent, and the buyer should rec- 
ognize this fact at the outset. How- 
ever, the smart buyer will require 
that the seller do everything pos- 
sible to assist in holding that good 
will. When a substantial sum of 
money is changing hands in con- 
sideration of good will, the buyer 
should expect the seller to intro- 
duce him personally to the clientele 
insofar as this may be practical; 
supplementing this with personal 
letters to others. The seller may 
well introduce the buyer to lunch- 
eon clubs and other organizations 
to which the seller belongs and to 
which many of the patients be- 
long. In addition, the seller may 
agree, as part of the contract, to 
remain in the office for from two 
to four weeks. 

Any sales agreement should con- 
tain'a clause (subject to laws of 
the state) by which the seller 
agrees not to start practicing again 
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in the community or a carefully 
defined territory. Even dentists 
who sell out to retire have been 
known to change their minds; 
gaining back most of their one- 
time practice to the astonishment 
of the buyer. 

Still another factor to consider 
in buying a practice is the question 
of whether the buyer’s personality, 
in a broad sense at least, is similar 
to that of the seller. If it is not, 
the buyer may be hard put to it to 
retain the practice. A “rough and 
ready” dentist, who, temperamen- 
tally, might fit into a small-town 
or neighborhood practice, might 
fail trying to hold a sophisticated 
clientele. Conversely the suave 
dentist might find a practice out 
in the wheat belt something less 
than he had desired. 

With these factors in mind it 
becomes apparent that the question 
of good will may not be dismissed 
easily in the buying or selling of 
a practice. How carefully it is 
evaluated by a buyer, not only as 
an intangible of undisputed worth, 
but as to whether it is of a charac- 
ter that he can retain, may well 
determine the future success or 
failure of the buyer for the balance 
of his practicing years. And, the 
seller, too, must consider the good 
will factor with utmost care in 
order not to price himself out of 
a sale by placing a fictitious and 
fanciful value upon good will, or 
give away a priceless asset in his 
haste to dispose of his practice.

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San Diego (California) Union: Doc- 
tor G. A. Stevenson, a dentist of Har- 
vey, Illinois, “practices only enough 
dentistry to keep in gasoline money.” 
His real interest is flying. In the last ten 
years he has spent 2100 hours in the 
air, visiting every state, all Canadian 
provinces, Alaska, Cuba, Panama, and 
Mexico. He returned recently from his 
fourth trip to Mexico. 

While Doctor Stevenson speaks almost 
no Spanish, at most Mexican airports he 
found someone who knew a little Eng- 
lish. His major difficulty in Mexico was 
getting gasoline. Many airfields stock 
only enough to supply scheduled com- 
mercial planes. 

This dentist learned to fly ten years 
ago. Both of his sons are fliers, one in 
the Army and one in the Navy; but Mrs. 
Stevenson prefers to stay on the ground. 
Thus most of Doctor Stevenson’s flying 
is done alone. His plane has retractable 
landing gear which gives him a fair 
chance of making a successful emer- 
gency belly landing. He also carries a 
survival kit equipped with everything 
from penicillin to canned beans, but he 
hopes he will never have to use it. 


Chicago (Illinois) Sun: The approach 
of a certain type of heart failure can be 
detected by a dentist looking at the un- 
der side of the patient’s tongue, accord- 
ing to Doctor William J. Simon of the 
University of Minnesota. 

This advance warning can be seen in 
the two veins which form a v-shaped 
junction on the under part of the tongue 
just back of the tip, If they become vari-

cose, it is indicative of oncoming de. 
compensation of the heart which is a 
reverse of compensation or overdevelop. 
ment of some part of the heart to make 
up for its impaired functioning. The 
overdevelopment enables it to function 
for an indefinite time but eventually the 
extra effort causes slow failure or de- 
compensation. 


New York (New York) PM: Accord- 
ing to Doctor Samuel Irwin Shaw, De- 
troit dentist, if the dental patient will 
try to believe the dentist when he says, 
“Now, this isn’t going to hurt you at 
all,” there probably will be no pain even 
though no anesthetic is used. 

This dentist has made an extensive 
study of the use of hypnosis and has 
written a book Hypnotism Can Hetp 
which is about to be published. “The 
book is written in layman’s language,” 
Doctor Shaw reports, “with no hocus- 
pocus stuff. It simply shows people what 
can be done with hypnotism.” 

Doctor Shaw first became interested 
in hypnotism when he discovered that 
his voice seemed to have a _ soothing 
quality. He believes he once hypnotized 
a man without realizing it. “The man 
said he hadn’t slept in two weeks,” Doc- 
tor Shaw explained. “I asked him why 
he was so tense, then suggested he just 
relax and sort of calm down. First thing 
I knew he was asleep. Of course, he may 
have simply been tired.” 

While Doctor Shaw believes that the 
use of hypnotism in dentistry is limited, 
he finds it virtually the only alternative 
for a patient who cannot take local or 
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general anesthetics. He reports that he 
once used hypnosis on a patient with a 
herizontal impaction. The operation was 
performed by an oral surgeon, but Doc- 
tor Shaw first put the patient into an 
hypnotic sleep and no anesthetic was 
used at all. The surgeon performing the 
operation was impressed by the fact that 
he had ideal conditions under which to 
operate with the patient completely co- 
operative and the view unobstructed. 

Doctor Shaw also finds that patients 
getting their first dentures respond to 
suggestion. Complete hypnosis is not 
necessary, but the dentist can suggest 
that the patient be tolerant of the den- 
tures. 

“But it’s important that such people 
be kept under careful observation,” Doc- 
tor Shaw warns. “Otherwise they might 
not notice pain that would indicate a 
| bad fit. That’s why hypnotism is some- 
times dangerous in nonprofessional use. 
' Pain is after all Nature’s warning that 
| something is wrong.”

| Bernow is a former professional boxer 
and coaches the Elks Club boxing team 
which has had sensational success in 
Golden Gloves tournaments. 
This dentist paid his way through 
Vanderbilt dental school by boxing. Af- 
ter graduation he continued his dental 
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studies in Chicago where he was asso- 
ciated for several years with members 
of the Chicago Bears football team. This 
association gave him the idea of trans- 
posing his boxing knowledge to other 
sports. He believes the emphasis on bal- 
ance, which is so important in boxing. 
is also essential in other sports. 


Jackson (Michigan) Citizen Patriot: 
Last year Doctor J. H. Jones, Parma, 
Michigan, dentist, retired after forty- 
seven years of practicing dentistry. He 
expected to spend his time in quiet 
comfort and ease, but he finds that his 
hobbies keep him so busy he may return 
to practicing dentistry in order to get 
the rest he wanted. 

Doctor Jones has a basement work- 
shop outfitted to do wood work, and an- 
other to handle metal which includes 
welding equipment, a forge, lathes, mill- 
ing machines, and drills. In the shops 
are tools, a boiler, two steam engines, 
and all kinds of materials. 

Twenty-five years ago, after tinkering 
with machinery since boyhood, this den- 
tist started to take his hobby seriously. 
This led him from making cabin cruis- 
ers to inventing an electric shoe-shining 
machine. Also in the invention depart- 
ment is a device that whistles when your 
tire goes flat so that you will not run on 
the rim. 

His lawn, which he cuts with two 
power lawnmowers of different designs 
that he built himself, has a three-foot- 
deep pool of considerable size, bridges 
with rustic wooden arches, and an elec- 
tric pump that forces water to a tank 
which overflows sending a small stream 
past a mill. The mill is about four feet 
high with one side made of glass which 
permits you to view the log-sawing oper- 
ations inside. An electric motor keeps » 
the five animated men in the mill going 
about their duties while the log moves 
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continuously back and forth across the 
saw. A paddle wheel and log chain move 
steadily on the outside of the mill. Near- 
by is a lighthouse with a flickering light, 
and a miniature pumphouse also elec- 
trically lighted and operated. In the 
yard in the summertime two other mini- 
ature people also can be seen at work. 
One is churning and the other pumping 
water; they are operated by a windmill 
about four feet tall. 

Doctor Jones’ next project is to be a 
model railroad—if he has time for it 
when not working on another hobby, 
photography, which has been a side in- 
terest for the last twenty years.

Dentally informed laymen 
lead to improved dentist- 
patient relations. 


By C. L. MEISTROFF, D.D.S. 


THE PRINCIPLE of caveat emptor, 
or “let the buyer beware,” has no 
place in service concerned with 
public health. For some of the type 
of service that has been performed 
in the name of dentistry, corre- 
sponding treatment in other pro- 
fessions would bring repercussions 
or strong legal action. Fortunately, 
such servace is not the rule in den- 
tistry; it is rather the exception. 
Why do some practitioners, for 
example, still insist on operating 
without roentgenograms? Forty or 
fifty years ago, when roentgenog- 
raphy was in its infancy and not 
in use in dentistry, this was allow- 
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In Dentistry! 


‘Caveat Emptor 


Has No Place 


able as legitimate ignorance. To- 
day, it is unthinkable, yet it is 
encountered in many instances. 
The mere possession of a profes- 
sional degree does not endow the 
professionally trained person with 
the eternal flame of “know-it-all- 
ness.” It is merely a privilege to 
practice a human line of endeavor 
to improve health. If we were to 
continue to practice in the way we 
studied, and to add nothing to our 
original store of knowledge, we 
would be like the money sewed up 
in the mattress not gaining and not 
amounting to anything useful. We 
are expected to add to the require- 
ments in which we exerted our 
best efforts to graduate. If such 
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were not the standard, how many 
operators today would be using 
procaine, acrylic plastics, nitrous 
oxide-oxygen, jacket crowns, or 
hydrocolloids? Upon graduation 
we assume the role of becoming 
perpetual students in a selected 
field. It does not pay to delude 
ourselves; a professional man can- 
not afford professional stagnation. 

The practitioner who is so busy 
that he cannot see his patients 
personally is like the parish priest 
who is so taken up with his sermon 
writing that he has to appoint one 
of the deacons to interview his 
parishioners when they come to 
him for help in accordance with 
his last week’s sermon. This is for 
those who do not care to see the 
patient with acute inflammation or 
toothache because he has no ap- 
pointment; surely no one knows 
just when his ache will develop. 
The receptionist or assistant will 
turn him away. At least an effort 
can be made to refer the patient 
to someone else or to prescribe 
sedation. If there is a dental school 
or a medical school in the com- 
munity or city—perhaps the intern 
on duty can take care of this pa- 
tient. A person turned away under 
circumstances such as these is no 
aid in creating good will. 

There is no such thing as an 
“average patient.” Every patient 
who comes to the dentist for treat- 
ment is ignorant of dental service, 
relations, fees. The dentist to 
whom he goes shoulders the re- 

sponsibility of raising him slightly 
above the stratum of the layman’s 
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understandings. Erroneously ac. 
quired theories must be uprooted; 
hearsay that is based on distortions 
must be removed. Patience at the 
first chair visit, explaining and 
preaching of dentistry, go further 
than high-pressure selling meth. 
ods. The effect may be fine at the 
chair, but it is the quality of the 
treatment that influences the pa- 
tient when he is away. He is more 
interested in what has been ac- 
complished than in what has been 
said. 


Patient Relations 


The patient has nothing to guide 
him in his relations with the den- 
tist except past experiences, hear- 
say, and his own judgment of the 
results of other patients’ service. 
There is nothing to serve as a 
recommendation or a_ precedent 
for professional guidance. The 
quality and the consideration, the 
psychologic background of the 
relationship, the trust involved, 
and the fact that both dentist and 
patient take a risk, are all circum- 
stances worthy of analysis and 
application. 

If the dentist had something 
tangible to sell and could by court 
order have it returned, in cases of 
nonpayment, the situation would 
be different. Even if we consider a 
denture tangible, a dentist cannot 
claim it any more than a surgical 
supply house can recover a man’s 
artificial limb or an optometrist 
reclaim his glass eye or glasses. 
Then again—who wants to have 
his aching tooth put back? It is 
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the dentist who must take the 
loss or incur ill-feelings through 
court action or collector’s inter- 
vention. 

Cheapness of fee is not a stand- 
ard to serve as a criterion for any 
dental service. Each patient pre- 
sents a different case; the analysis 
of which is distinctly individual 
and characteristic for the patient 
at hand. The moment a dentist 
agrees to lower a fee for his serv- 
ices, he leaves himself open to 
bargain-counter tactics. His mind 
starts to see which corners to cut 
off, how much can be saved on 
laboratory fees, and which would 
be the cheapest materials to use 
without cutting into profit and 
time for operating. Explaining 
these things to the patient makes 
him aware of the dentist’s respon- 
sibility—if he is the cooperative 
type. If he is not, the operator is 
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put on his guard. Let him place 
himself on a plane—the level be- 
low which he will not go or assume 
answerability. 

It pays to inform Mrs. Smith 
that her mouth is not like Mrs. 
Jones’, whose roofless denture she 
admires, and that she is therefore 
unable to wear one like it. This 
also applies to the person who has 
three strongly rooted teeth left and 
demands a partial denture, and to 
the patient who has a large labial 
frenum and cannot wear a full 
denture satisfactorily until plastic 
surgery is performed. To plan out 
the service with the patient as it 
is performed is the keystone of 
good relations between dentist and 
patient. Once confidence is aroused 
and sustained, price is no object 
for the treatment desired.

JOE IS SMILING 


A SMALL GRouP of energetic former dental officers has organized the 
National Dental Veterans League. The purpose of the League is to 
promote complete autonomy for the Dental Corps and to make, the 
dental service independent from the Surgeons General and from the 
Medical Corps. 

Although there were 22,000 dentists in the military service, only 
a small percentage of them has shown any disposition to aid in the 
present struggle for autonomy. Despite the fact that a significant 
number of the 22,000 suffered indignities and were required to function 
under a system that stressed mass production methods, there is little 
evidence that any more than a handful of these former dental officers 
is disposed to fight to correct the conditions that were intolerable 
to them during the war. 

Joe Stalin is smiling at the general indifference of the American 
people to preparedness. If the indifference of former dental officers 
to the future military machine is any indication of the attitude of the 
American people generally we are in a sorry state. If the veterans of 
the infantry, air force, submarine service—to mention just three—are 
as disinclined to think in terms of the future as are the dental veterans, 
we are in a bad way. If there is no more positive thinking about the 
future among other veterans than there is among dentists, God help us! 

On three recent occasions in Boston, St. Louis, and Chicago, I ob- 
served the valiant efforts of a small group of dental veterans to stimu- 
late national interest in the Dental Corps. At these three meetings vir- 
tually the same faithful few were in attendance. The other veterans who 
had been urged to attend were going their own private ways entirely 
indifferent to the future of the military service. If, however, mobiliza 
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tion were to be ordered tomorrow these smug ones would be among the 
first to be screaming for autonomy, independence, and freedom from 
Medical Corps domination. 

But maybe there will never be another orderly mobilization. In other 
wars we had months to make ourselves ready; in other wars we carried 
the battle outside our own country to the territory of the enemy. Our 
homeland has never known an invasion, neither has a war been carried 
on in the skies over our country. The future may change all this. The 
next war that will engage us will be a lightning war in fact. It will likely 
come without declaration. It may come at a time free from international 
tensions when we least expect it. The lightning may strike without 
any warning clouds of an approaching storm except the clouds that are 
always with us; namely, the international threat of Communism. 

The war that we all envision will hit first at our cities and industrial 
centers. It will be a war of rockets, atomic bombs, bacteriologic and 
chemical missiles. The civilian population will be the target. There 
will be terrific casualties that the medical, nursing, and hospital facili- 
ties of the community cannot possibly handle. Dentists will be expected 
to give first aid and emergency treatment. Dentists must be prepared 
to give this kind of service. 

As a practical measure we might suggest to the medical members 
of the military service that we will be glad to prepare ourselves to 
cooperate with medical teams for catastrophe services if the medical 
officers will assure us of complete freedom and autonomy in rendering 
dental service to the members of the armed forces. The Surgeons General 
have always used the argument that dentists are vitally important to 
the military mission as emergency and auxiliary medical personnel and, 
therefore, they should be under the command of the medical officers. 
We ought to be in a position to accept this fact for the future pro- 
vided that, as a bargaining force, we are assured freedom from medical 
oficer supervision and command in rendering all dental treatments. 
In short, we shall be glad to help the medical people in their emer. 
gency treatments if they are willing to grant us complete autonomy at 


all other times.

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MAYO CLINIC FINDINGS AMONG DENTIST-PATIENTS* 


THE CASE records of 273 dentists, all who registered at the Mayo Clinic 
during the year 1940, were reviewed, and according to the findings the 
greatest incidence of disease involved the gastro-intestinal tract. 

Ophthalmologic conditions were the next most frequent, followed 
closely by conditions of the exhaustion state. Cardiac, proctologic, and 
dermatologic diseases ranged in close order. Encountered less frequently 
were rheumatic conditions, malignant lesions, occupational diseases, and 
orthopedic conditions. 

The greatest amount of gastro-intestinal disease was found in the 
group of dentists 45 years of age or more (forty-nine cases), and only 
twenty-one cases occurred in the group less than 45 years of age. 

Although the incidence of duodenal ulcer and gallbladder disease was 
high as compared with that of other gastro-intestinal conditions, both 
conditions were of lower incidence among dentists as a whole than 
among patients of all occupations or among a similar group of physi- 
clans. 

The incidence of eye conditions was lower among dentists than among 
patients in general. The observation has been made that although a 
dentist uses his eyes more than the general population, he notices small 
variations from the normal in his eyesight and is more careful to have 
a close check frequently. 

Cardiac disease was encountered in forty-five instances, constituting 
16.5 per cent of the total. The most frequent variety of cardiac disease 
was hypertension, with twenty-one cases (47 per cent of cardiac diag- 
noses). 

There were several cases of backache in each classification. These 
are cases similar to those which are to be found in the general popu- 
lation, and the backache was not necessarily aggravated by the operating 
position. Only four clear-cut postural backaches were listed. 

A good many of the other conditions described in the survey, particu- 
larly in the exhaustion state and its ramifications, were associated with 
the occupation. No attempt was made to differentiate stress into oc- 
cupational and nonoccupational, although most of the patients who 
suffered from stress were advised to take a vacation or otherwise relax 
in their practice. 

From this sampling and from discussions with various members of 
the staff of the Mayo Clinic, it might be safe to say that dentists are 
probably a reasonably healthy and fortunate group in their chosen 
profession.

Herpes Facialis 


Q.—A patient 32 years of age pre- 
sented himself with inflamed gingivae 
and pockets. Surgery and treatment re- 
stored the mouth with this exception: 
at frequent intervals he has “fever 
blisters.” 

Would you suggest a treatment for 
this condition? Could it be a vitamin 
deficiency ?—J.M.V., Ohio. 

A.—You speak of “fever blis- 
ters” in your letter. I take it that 
you mean what is commonly called 
“cold sores,” but which is herpes 
facialis or herpes febrilis. 

While the cause of this condition 
is not too well known, it is thought 
to be microbic, from indigestion, 
fevers, and irritations such as ex- 
posure to wind and sun. It is not 
likely that your case results from 
your treatment of the gingivitis. 
Dermatologists tell me that the 
local application of spirits of cam- 
phor is a good local treatment. In 
the acute stage I have found the 
application of ice most helpful. 
The general treatment would be to 
see that the intestinal tract is in 
good order and that the patient 
had at least two quarts of water 
daily.— GEORGE R. WARNER.

ing from the upper left central to the 
upper left first bicuspid came with it. 

The patient was in to see me yester- 
day and the sockets are healing nicely, 
But, as a result of the loss of the bone, 
the ridge in the anterior part of the 
mouth is soft and flabby. 

I have heard that applications of a 5 
per cent solution of alum and water will 
correct this condition. I should greatly 
appreciate it if you could advise as to 
what procedure I could follow in this 
case, or if surgery is necessary.—A.H.F,, 
Pennsylvania. 


A.—There is no way now to 
correct the injury to this patient’s 
jaw. But I believe that if you had 
placed an immediate denture in 
this mouth after the extraction of 
the teeth, the denture would have 
served as a matrix or form to guide 
the filling in of new bone to re- 
place the fractured section. 

I have had this occur when the 
fractured process was_ smaller 
than you describe. With such a 
large piece of process fractured, | 
would have tried replacing it as 
quickly as possible under the gin- 
gival flap, to be supported in cor- 
rect position by the immediate 
denture. I would expect such a 
segment to knit in place when sup- 
ported by the denture acting as a 
splint—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY.

In such 
a position one meets with many peculiar 
complaints, and sometimes it is hard to 
decide whether these are the result of 
imagination or whether there may be 
some foundation for them. 

The case about which I wish to in- 
quire is that of a man about forty-two 
years of age who wears full upper and 
lower dentures. He complains of a tired 
feeling when he is wearing the lower 
denture, and of a dull ache in the man- 
dible. The dentures fit well and the ar- 
ticulation is perfect. I notice that when 
he comes into my office there is a space 
of 2 or 3 mm. between the dentures 
when he seems to be at ease. He has 
complained about the condition for 
some time, and now his family is in- 
quiring as to whether the condition can- 
not be remedied. 

Any suggestions that you may have to 
offer will be gratefully received.—T.A.B., 
Minnesota. 


A.—The dull ache in your pa- 
tient’s mandible could be caused 
by nerve pressure in the temporo- 
mandibular joint from a closed 
bite. Or it could be, and is more 
likely to be in this case, I think, 
caused by denture pressure on 
either or both mental nerves where 
they emerge from the mental fora- 
mina. 

The mental foramen can usually 
be palpated with the tip of your 
finger. You can feel the depression 
in the bone, arid often you can also 
feel the pulse pulsating at this 
point. When located, transfer the 
location with an indelible pencil to 
the denture and relieve the area 
generously.—V, CLYDE SMEDLEY.

Denture Adjustments 


In view of the numerqus re- 
quests from readers for informa- 
tion regarding the adjustments of 
artificial dentures, I should like to 
submit the following simple sug- 
gestions: 

1. When delivering new den- 
tures, place a strip of baseplate 
wax between the occluding pos- 
terior teeth on both sides and have 
the patient close and maintain 
heavy occlusal pressure for fifteen 
to thirty minutes. This is to seat 
the dentures as they will be seated 
in function. 

2. In testing and correcting the 
occlusion, use a soft, tenacious dis- 
closing wax (Kerr) as follows: 
paint the dried occlusal surfaces of 
the lower teeth with wax, insert the 
dentures, moisten the occlusal sur- 
faces of the upper teeth with the pa- 
tient’s saliva, and have the patient 
close gently with a tap-tap-tap ac- 
tion on the back teeth. Have him 
stop the moment the wax is pene- 
trated so that you may remove the 
denture and examine. Grind the 
bared spots on cusps or inclined 
planes, re-apply wax, repeat the 
gentle tap-tap action, examine,

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grind, and repeat until contacts are 
evenly distributed. Then have the 
patient go into lateral and protru- 
sive excursions; watching carefully 
that these excursions do not cause 
tilting or shifting of the dentures 
on their bases. Continue this testing 
and grinding until occlusion is bal- 
anced in all occlusal positions. It is 
usually advisable not to attempt to 
provide the final perfection of 
either the occlusion or tissue con- 
tact until after the dentures have 
been worn for several days. 

3. After dentures have been 
worn from one year to several 
years, use disclosing wax to deter- 
mine whether rebasing or making 
new dentures is indicated. Observe 
to what extent the wax is displaced 
under chewing pressure. If you 
find that the necessary grinding to 
rebalance the occlusion and pro- 
vide the proper distribution of 
stress on the supporting tissue will 
shorten the bite too much or carry 
the lower anterior teeth too far 
forward, you should advise rebas- 
ing or remaking. 

4. I do not believe in milling 
teeth either on the articulator or in 
the mouth. Instead, I prefer to do 
virtually all the grinding to correct 
and balance the occlusion on the 
lower posterior teeth; preserving 
the upper unground lingual cusps 
to function as pestles against the 
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round lower tooth surfaces which 
serve as a series of mortars. a 
chopping board, or a food table. 
In most cases I find it is advisable 
to set the upper buccal cusps slight. 
ly out of occlusal contact. This is 
to concentrate the occlusal stress 
toward the center of the base sup. 
port of the dentures; thus render. 
ing them more efficient and mini- 
mizing displacement and fractures, 

5. With the occlusion corrected, 
paint the tissue-bearing surface of 
the denture with a less resistant 
soft wax and have the patient exert 
chewing stress on the teeth. If a 
patient fails to exert enough pres- 
sure to displace the wax without 
something on which to chew, place 
equal sized small pieces of base- 
plate wax on both sides and have 
him chew this. Remove the denture 
carefully and examine for unequal 
displacement of the soft wax, grind 
the bared areas with a large round 
bur. Repeat this procedure sev- 
eral times until you are satisfied 
that the stress on the supporting 
tissue is properly distributed. 

6. Remove the wax by wiping 
with cleansing tissue or by scrub- 
bing with a denture brush and 
soap and warm water. 

7. Carefully polish all ground 
surfaces before dismissing the pa- 
tient.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY.
